JUDGMENT 

Sri Mahadeva has filed this election petition against Sri Shibban Lai Saxena, 
Pt, Govind Malaviya, and Sri Hori Lai, respondent.s Nos. 1 to 3, challenging the 
election of the respondent No. 1 to the House of People from a single member 
Parliamentary constituency of Gorakhpur district (North) held on February 27, 
1966. The election was challenged on various grounds. 

Sri Shibban Lai Saxena filed a written statement traversing the grounds 
on which the said election was challenged. The other two respondents have not 
appeared to contest the petition. 

Since the petitioner has filed an application today (paper Na 82/A) praying 
for the withdrawal of the petition and its dismissal, it is not necessary to set 
out the grounds on which the said petition was filed and contested by respondent 
No. 1. 
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A large number of issues were fruned, but since the application has been 
filed for dismissal of the election petitiQn, it is not necessary to set them out 
in detail or to record any finding theieon. The Tribunal had fixed today for 
recording of the evidence of the petitioner but no evidence has been produced 
and an application has been filed asking tor the dismissal of the election petition. 
Sri Shibban Lai Saxena, respondent No. I, gives up his costs. Respondents 
Nos, 2 and 3 have not appear^ to contest the electon petition. They shall bear 
their own costs, as also the iietitioner and ihe respondent No. 1 who have agreed 
to give up their own costs, 

Order 

The election petition is dismissed. The parties shall bear their own costs.
